This is the first revert that jet planes did not use runways when taking 
off. According to previous reports, jet aircraft took off and landed ex~ 
clusively on concrete ‘runways. 

The lighting installation is resorted for the first time. The lights, 
which are in the approach lane, probably mark the edges of the landing 
field where the planes touch the ground. For their Location, see Annex 2. 
For sketch of radio stations see Annex 3. The Location of the radio 
station was previously reported by other sources.
